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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group IV in the reply filed on December 28, 
2007 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the process of 
preparation of the instantly claimed products and that of the prior art are different. This 
is not found persuasive because the process of preparation is not the technical feature 
which links the inventions. Thus, the fact the prior art teaches a different process of 
preparation is not relevant to the restriction requirement. 

Upon further consideration, further restriction within Group IV is required.
